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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment filed 18 November 2009 cancels claims 12-20. Applicant's 
amendment has been fully considered and entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,3-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose or make obvious an encryption method wherein all message blocks of a message are 
XOR'd to computer an XOR sum. At least one message block is whitened with a first mask 
value, encrypting the whitened message block using a block cipher and a first key, and then 
whitening the encrypted and whitened message block with a different mask value to generate a 
ciphertext block. The first mask value is computed by XOR'ing a first value computed from a 
nonce and a second value derived from encrypting a third value using the same block cipher and 
a second key, and then applying a substitution function to the result of the XOR function. The 
second mask is computed by XOR'ing a fourth value derived from a nonce value and a fifth 
value derived from encrypting a sixth value using the block cipher and the second key, and then 
applying the substitution function to the result of the XOR function.
